Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: It was agreed that amending the "whereby" clause of claim 19 and 
the like to recite something similar to "whereby the user can customize the display of the project data on a task-by-task 
basis, such that a first graphical element representing a first task comprises different data fields and a different layout 
of data fields than a second graphical element representing a second task" overcomes Schanel. However, the 
Examiner noted that Microsoft Project teaches such a limitation and may be combined with Schanel to reject claim 1 9. 
Agreement was not reached in this respect.
